Ycu have asked for an outline of what we will discuss during the interview tomorrow which is given 



below. 

1. The invention relates to a method for protecting an algorithm. 

2. According to the invention the algorithm is separated into initial polynomials of at least two 
variables each and having a degree of not less than two, and then at least two initial P o ynomiats 
are combined into combined polynomials, and the combined polynomials are implemented in a 
programmable processor unit 

3. The algorithm may in particular be a DES algorithm. 

4 in the passage cited by the examiner page 5 lines 22-30, it is mentioned that when, the invention is 
implemented with a DES algorithm it is men necessary to combine more than two initial 
polynomials. 

5 Contrary to the analysis of the examiner in point 7 of the Office Action, this does not mean that it 
was known to combine initial polynomials of a DES algorithm and to implement the combined 
polynomials. 
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6. SWAN discloses the use of a DES algorithm for proceeding to an authentication of a user and by 
no means a method for protecting the algorithm itself. 

7 In other words, the algorithm is a tool for an authentication of a user from authentification data. For 
determining the authentification data to which a hacker cannot have access, he tries to modifythe 
algorithm and he observes the corresponding variations when the algorithm is implemented. I he 
method of the invention protects the algorithm while SWAN simply uses the algonthm.
